of them seem to be in the 
shire area. We came across them 
everywhere—in — trains 3, 
in hotels, tea-shops, even wander- 
ing about the hill-sides admiring the 
view. On the who they are 
reasonably popular. They are 
living under strict military discip- 
line, and are decent, well-behaved 
oung men, many of whom are 
little more than boys, although 
they all must have left Poland at 
least six years ago. Some of them 
speak excellent English, some none 
at all. Here and there the natives 
have picked a smattering of 
Polish from their guests, and I was 
entertained one evening, coming 
back from St. Andrews to Perth in 
a bus, by two slightly intoxicated 
Scots of the farm labourer type 
carrying on a rather indecent 
dialogue in pidgin Polish! 


Birnam Wood . 

Certainly this war—Í su _it 
is not unreasonable still to_describe 
it thus—has brought many changes 
to Scotland, as well as to the rest 
of the world. You have heard of 
Birnam Woad—the. one that, 
according to Shakespeare, came to 
Dunsinane a few hundred years ago. 
Well, if you pay i; a visit at present, 
you will find great notices printed 
in Polish, and in a the 
road ‘signs are in Po as well 
as in English. Dunkeld, one of the 
prettiest villages in Scotland, about 
half-way between Perth and Pit- 
lochry, is an area headquarters of 
the Polish Army. ‘ It is about the 
size of our own Enniskerry, but 
magnificently situated on the side 
of the Tay. Here the Poles seem 
to be perfectly at home, although, 
in all conscience, Dunkeld is a 
sleepy enough little place, with few 
of the modern amenities that attract 
the soldier.

as elsewhere in Scotland, ilk a lassie 
has her laddie—and if he is a Pole 
instead of a Scot, was it not ever 
thus? I did hear the estimated 
number of Scots girls that alread 
haye taken unto themselves Polis 
husbands, but I have forgotten it. 
It certainly was fairly high. 


Inter-marriage 
Naturally, this business of inter- 


marriage isa rise to a certain 
amount of culty, particularly in 


ethe matter of religion; for the Poles, 


almost to a man, are Roman 
Catholics. But love laughs at 
theological niceties as well as at 
locksmiths. .A friend of mine who 
was a Presbyterian padre with the 
Forces in France during the last 
war, told me a good story d FE 
One day a corporal came to him 
and told him that he wished to be 
married to a French girl. My friend 
knew that the,man knew no French, 
and he inquired whether the girl 
could speak -English. 

“ But you know, So and So,” he 
said, “there is a great difference 
between the Presbyterian and the 
Roman Catholic religion. I don’t 
suppose this girl would subscribe to 
the: Shorter Cathecism and the 
Westminster Confession.” 

“ Oh, yes, she will, Sir,” came the 
shattering reply. “I have explained 
all that to her, and she understands 
it perfectly.”

Whisky Shortage 

_ Whisky, although still produced 
in Scotland in fairly large quanti- 
ties, is rationed strictly. my 
hotel the official quota was only 38 
per cent. of pre-war supplies—a 
figure which, when related to the 
vast increase in general drinking, 
shrank to about per cent. Con- 
sequently, my informant told me, 
his quota of whisky lasted for about 
five days at the beginning of every 
month. Thereafter it was a matter 
of getting supplies as to how one 
could. 


In all the hotels, when it can be 
got at all, whisky costs at least 4s. 
a glass—and from the Irish point 
of view there even is .a catch in 
this! A glass of whisky in Scot- 
land is little more than a so-called 
“Tailor” in this country. In Ire- 
land there are ten glasses to the 
bottle; in Scotland fourteen, so that 
if liquor were being sold in Scot- 
land by the Irish measure, the price 
of a “large one” would be at 
least 5s. 6d.—say, six bob with a 
baby soda! All bottled beers are sold 
in the hotels at Is. 6d.; gin, which 
is exceedingly scarce, costs 3s. a 
“ nip,” whether it is laced with Italian 
and French vermouth, or merely 
with a dash of lime-juice. Brandy 
is 8s. a glass, and then it is just 

brandy,” with rarely the slightest 
clue as to its ae Liqueurs 
cost simply fabulous prices, and 
even the workingman’s pint of beer 
—sad wishy-washy stuff it is—is re- 
tailed even in the poorest class of 
public-house at 1s. 1d. 


Heavy Going 

So, unless you have any amount 

loose money-to spare," you -will 
remain a teetotaller while you are 
in Scotland.

£58,212,000. 

The Government stock may be re- 
deemed at par on or after April Sth, 
1966. and, subject to such redemp- 
tion, will be -perpetual. The Treasury 
may borrow for the purpose of re-
